DICTATORS are unpleasant 
phenomena. They are products 
of greed, but fortunately the 
qualities that bring them into 
being also carry the elements of 
their destruction, Their nature 
denies the possibility of con- 
tinuity.

Hither even- 
tuality is fatal. Hitler. and 
Mussolini cannot hope to escape

London has for some months 
past been the centre of a number 
of governments exiled from their 
homelands. The representatives 
of each nation are not idly cons- 
tructing a miniature court in 
exile, but are energetically 
organising revolt against dicta- 
torship by fostering and en- 
couraging their unfortunate 
citizens remaining under. Ger- 
man rule. Reports, rumours 
and authenticated accounts con- 
tinually filter through German 
censorship. Details of revolt 
here, resistance and 
sabotage everywhere indicate 
how small a hold the Nazi 
system has gained, and proves 
that once Hitler's Gestapo and 
army of occupation weaken, 
their cause is lost, The Yugo- 
Slavia decision to fight rather 
than submit tamely is an indica- 
tion of the increasing repug- 
nance’ felt towards the Nazi 
system, and. with it the growing 
courage to resist. Yugo-Slavia 
may succumb to'sheer overwelght In 
rumbera; Greece too, may find it

Dangers of © Rickets-—Although 
Rickets will not cause death directly 
(unlike Cholera and Consumption), it 
can affect the development of the 
different parts of the child’s body, 
and therefore affect its future health. 
As the child is already weak, it is} 
dangerous and even easily fatal if the 
child suffers from an_ acute discase 
such as Bronchitis or Pncumonia and 
s0 it kills the child indirectly. While 
an acute disease has.a rapid onset 
and so easily attracts one's attention, 
a chronic disease develops symptoms 
gradually and is thus casily over- 
looked but its danger Hes in the 
permanence of its future damage, 
notably the bony deformity which 
may persist in one’s life time. So we 
-hould pay more attention to this. 

Prevention and Treatment 
Having described its cause, preven- 
tlon must be directed towords the 
removal of its causes, Thus, proper 
nutrition and correct way of lving of 
the child should be attended to. For 
the sako ‘of convenience we describe 

its prevention ‘as follows: 5 

(a)' The child should be fed on, 
mother’s milk and unless It is 
absolutely unavoidable, the child 
should’ not be bottle-fed. : é 
-- (b) ‘Breast feeding should bo limit- 
ed to elght or nine months only. 
After alx months, other foods rich in 
Vitamin D should be gradually added 
(og. yolk of egg, and cod Mver oll). 

(c). The child should be frequently 
exposed to sunshine. vies 

(ad) I£ a child cannot bo breast-fed 
on. account:of mother’s sickness or 
other unavoldable reasons, cod liver 
oll should. be given to such a child 
from” thtee: months onwards. If, 
unfortunately, a ‘child. suffers’ from 
rickets or shows preliminary signs of 
Rickets, (ce. g.,) restlessness at night, 
night sweating, pltnty of. phlegm, 
tendency to coughs and anaemia, éte.), 
medical treatment should ‘nt once: be 
sought, .

Rickets may bo divided Into mild 
ond sovero cases. A mild case 
usually shows no apparent symptoms 
ond is not casily recognised by the 
After some time it 
becomes severer and the bones of the 
different parts of the body show 
marked changes which can then be 
recognised. by sight. 

(a) Mild Ricketsi—The patient is 
usually six to, cightcon months old. 
At. first the face fs pale, There is a 
lot of sweating of the head, especially 
during sleep. The patlent is restless 
ot night with cough 
phlegm and is easily attacked by 
colds. 

{b) Severo Rickets.—If o mild case 
does not receive appropriate treat- 
ment at. its commencement, the 
symptoms gradually become more 
marked, In addition to those just 
described, the pationt may develop 
convulsions or spasms of the throat. 
the bony changes become more 
marked, The bones of the head 
become irregular and the chest bones 
drawn in; the spine shows changes 
until the ‘patient develops. hump. 
back; ond the bones of the lower 
Jimbs become .bow-shaped, The 
muscles become weak and flaccid and 
tho child's ability to stand and walk 
ig much delayed os compared with a 
normal child. Owing to the weakness 
of the’ muscics of the abdomen, 
stomach and intestine, digestion is 
poor and the abdomen becomes 
distended (this is easily mistaken, by 
Jay people ,for ascites or worms). 
Tecihing is delayed and. the child Is 
anaemic, : 

Causes of Rickets 

The causes ure (a) Lacie of Vita- 
min D in the food; (b) Lack of sun- 
light. °° Get. oy 
The children who are most lable 
to this disease are ‘usually bottle-fed 
or breast-fed fot unduly long perlod 
(for example up to 1 or 14h years). 

Most’ condensed mili or mille 
powder {g deficient jn “Vitamin D. 
Likewise, when | mother’s milk is 
being used for too long a period, its 
nutritive value, including Vitamin D, 
{snot sufficient to méet the needs of 
an older child, Both can lead to u 
deficiency of Vitamin D in the child, 
and if the house where the ‘child lives 
fs dark and. so the child Is: not 


sufficiently exposed to sun-Ught, he 


can casily become & victim of rickets~ 
As a result of investigation by most 
doctors, we find that Vitamin D has 
an anti-Rickets value and so has sun- 
light, because sun-light can produce 
Vitamin D in the skin, - 

Dangers’ of Rickots-—Although 
Rickets will not cause death directly 
(unlike Cholera and Consumption), it 
can affect the development of the 
different parts of the child’s body, 
nnd therefore affect its future health, 
As the child ia already weak, it is 
dangerous and even caslly fatal if the 
child suffers from an ocute disease 
such as Bronchitis or Pnoumonia and 
so it kills the child indirectly. While 
an ‘ncute disease has a rapid onset 
and so casily attracts one’s attention, 
a chronic disease develops symptoms 
gradually and js thus casily, over- 
looked but {ts danger lies in ‘the 
permanence ‘of. its. future damage, 
notably the bony deformity which 
may persist in one’s Ife time, So we 

nould pay more: attention to this. 

Prevention and Treatment 

- Having described its cause, preven~ 
tion must be directed towards the 
removal of jts causes, ‘Thus, proper 
nutrition and correct way of living of 
the child should be-attended to, For 
the sake of convenience we describe 
Its prevention as follows: .. c 

(a) The child sholild be fed on 
mother's . milk and unless it is 
absolutely -unavoidable, the child 
should not be bottle- . 

(b) Brenst'feeding should bo limit- 
ed’ to efght or niao months only, 
After six months, other foods rich in 
Vitamin D should be gradually added 
(eg. yolk of egg, and cod liver oil), 
(c) The child sliould be frequently 
exposed ‘to sunshine. . te 

- (a) If a child cannot be brenst-fed 
on account: of. mother's: sicitness or 
other ‘unavoldable. reasons, :Nver 
ol! should be given to such a child 
from ‘three: months onwards. If, 
unfortunately, a. child: suffers. from 
rickets or shows preliminary signs of 
Rickots, (ce. g.,)- restlessness at night, 
night sweating, plenty. of ‘phlegm, 
tendency to coughs and anaemia, etc.), 
medical treatment should at once be 
sought, The parents should not delny 
until the hones show changes. .

The Navy, will pay around 
$225,000. dally to feed its projected 
“pwo-Ocear” force of 494,500 men, 
and the Marine Corps will spend 
about $43,000 for food when
